Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention.

(B) Claim 1, line 13, "a drawn metal part" double inclusion. It should be - the drawn 
metal part-. 

(C) Claim 3, line 4, "the gap" lacks antecedent basis. 

(D) Claim 3, line 4, "the previous location" lacks antecedent basis. 

(E) Claim 5m line 2, "the tool" lacks antecedent basis. 

(F) Claim 5, line 16, "the segregated conveyor pockets" lacks antecedent basis. 

(G) Claim 6, line 3, "the Non-elected claims have been canceled, ones" lacks antecedent 
basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
